FORESTRY  SQUAD  ADDED 

TO  WINTER  ACTIVITIES 


This  winter  fifteen  boys  elected  to  devote 
their  daily  athletic  periods  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  school  woodlands.  In  one  area 
of  the  original  school  holdings  some  40,000 
white  pine  had  been  set  out  in  the  1920's 
under  Dr.  Ingham's  direction;  another  larg;e 
area,  part  of  the  Ambrose  properly  acquired 
in  the  1930's.  consisted  mostly  of  mixed 
second  growth.  In  both  areas  Hurricanes 
Carol  and  Edna  had  flattened  numerous  trees 
and   created  serious  fire  hazards. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Dunning,  this 
winter's  Forestry  Squad  has  cut  up  the  fallen 
and  damaged  trees,  burned  the  brush,  and 
prepared  the  devastated  areas  for  reforesta- 
tion during  the  spring.  As  a  by-product  sev- 
eral cords  of  pulp  wood  have  been  stacked 
for  sale  and  a  quantity  of  log;-  set  aside  to 
send  to  the  mill  to  be  sawed  into  boavds. 

Considerable  interest  developed  among  the 
foresters  in  counting  the  annual  growth  rings 
in  the  trees  removed.  One  large  old  pine  tree 
standing  between  the  clearly  discernable 
furrows  of  an  ancient  corn  field  had  lost  its 
top  and  had  to  be  cut  down.  The  stump 
measured  35  inches  in  diameter,  and  a  count 
of  the  growth  rings  showed  it  to  be  seventy- 
six    vears    old.

Willi  Mr.  Boyden.  Mr.  Coulter,  and  Mr.

Philip  M.  Morgan  made  a  total  of  live  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of    Trustees  i-i  attendance. 
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On  a  recent  C.B.S.  television  show,  a  panel 
of  students  from  various  schools  discussed 
juvenile  delinquency,  a  major  problem  in 
modern  society,  but  not  one  of  great  concern 
in  preparatory  schools.  Perhaps  a  careful 
study  of  preparatory  school  life  might  help 
the  sociologists  to  discover  where  modern 
society    has    failed    today's    youth. 

In  the  first  place,  the  intimacy  of  dormitory 
iife  and  the  rigorous  regimentation  which 
accompanies  il  encourages  a  student  to  de- 
velop a  sound  set  of  ethical  and  moral  values. 
Secondly,  in  that  atmosphere  a  student  soon 
comes  to  realize  the  validity  of  the  doctrine 
of  share  and   share   alike.   He   knows  that  in 


corporate  society  he  musl  lulfill  what  Socrates 
called  "ihe  social  contract  ;  i.e..  each  musl 
forfeit  some  individual  freedoms  in  order  to 
enjoy  immunity  from  the  whims  and  impulses 
of  his  fellows.  Realizing  that,  a  preparatory 
school  student  usually  discards  the  notion 
thai  society  owes  him  anything,  said  to  be 
one  cause'  of  delinquency.  In-lead  he  gains 
the  conviction  thai  he  has  an  obligation  to 
society. 

Thirdly,  preparatory  schools  have  retained 
communal  interests,  which  in  families  and 
towns  have  so  often  been  lost  in  the  diversity 
of  modern  living.
